Approved Methods

licensed real estate broker. Sec- 


ond, the right of a member to set: 
his own selling price and to sell his; 


house for whatever price the mar=- 
ket will bring, as long as the pur- 
chaser assumes the unpaid balance 
and meets the reasonable require- 
ments of the corporation. |. 

The new sales procedures call 
for the distribution of material to 
all prospective buyers explaining 
the nature of mutual home owner-. 
ship, the organizational structure 
of GVHC, and the rules regarding- 
occupancy and sales. Sellers and 
agents for the seller (whether 
GVHC or a broker) are required 
to furnish purchaser with work- 
sheets giving such pertinent finan- 
cial data for the individual hous- 
ing unit as GVHC book basis, ine 
tial down payment, unpaid balance. 
of GVHC contract, 3% eapital in- 
vestment, improvements and com- 
mission, monthly charges, and 
membership and transfer fees. 
Prospective buyers would be made: 
aware of the necessity of a mem- 
bership interview, of obtaining 
credit and board approval, and of 
the time required for processing. 
Any deviations from these proce- 
dures are to be acted upon by the 
board. 


Itemize Inmprovemenis? 

Only one item suggested by the 
committee created lengthy discus- 
sion. The committee recommend- 
ed that the worksheet include space 
for the itemization of the improve- 
ments and the value attributed to 
them by the seller. Because the 
board was uncertain whether such 
itemization would help or hinder 
sales, the board decided that list- 
ing of improvements and their vat-- 
ue be left at the option of the seller.
